iation starts its 
national 
jubilee

association, in Boston, March 3, 
1886. 
Nine hundred and 
sixty-six 


associations, including city, county 
and student have developed and ex- 
ist today as the result of 'that first 
association, which was started by a 
society of women to help self-sup- 
porting girls who came to the city to 
seek employment. 


The organization membership in 


America today numbers 
342,948. 


The association owns millions of dol- 
lars worth of property in buildings 
to which hundred of thousands of 
young women go for education, rec- 
reation, to make friends and to find 
a place to live. Beginning with a 
nation-wide membership rally today, 
the jubilee month will be filled with 
celebrations and events. 


February 6 and 7 will foe pioneer 


days, on which every member of the 
organization, past and present, will 
report back to the local association 
which was her 
first 
interest. On 


February 22nd the historical pageant 
"Girls of Yesterday and Today" will 
be represented in every association 
building in the country. This will be 
a; four-act play, in which the Girl 
of 18G6 and the Girl of 1916 will in- 
terpret th'rbugh the medium of the' 
other members of the company, th'^ 
scenes that pass before them. There 
are only two speaking parts in the 
pageant. 
On March 3rd will be cel- 


ebrated the Fiftieth Birthday of the 
association's work in America. 


Other pioneer Associations bear- 


ing the name of Women's Christian. 
Associations 
were . organized 
in 


Hartford, Conn., Providence, CR. I., 
Pitts-burgh and Allegheny, Pa., in 
1867. Cincinnati, Cleveland and St. 
Louis followed in 1868 by forming 
similar 'societies. Simliar associa- 
tions were formed in St. Joseph, Mo., 
Scranton, Pa., Kansas City, Mo., 
Minneapolis, Minn., and Toledo, Ohio. 
All City associations emphasized re- 
ligious meetings and Bible instruc- 
tion and as early as 1872 the New 
York €rty Y. W. C. A!," commenced 
a Bible class which shortly devel- 
oped an average attendance of 600. 
Employment agencies . have always 
been an important part of Associa- 
tion work. In 1872 Hartford, Conn., 
erected the first builduig for this 
purpose.
